.ulfiled their elected duties during 
the year just passed. 

In speaking to the matter of the 
beautification of the cemetery grounds 
Mr J. C. McLeod, was entirely in fav- 
or of this project, and thought that it 
could be accomplished at a little ex- 
pense, as well as the re-staking of a 
number of the blocks in the cemetery 
to make individual graves more easily 
traceable. 

The Councillor having then vacated 
their chairs, Dr J. G. Middlemass, 
chairman of the ‘school Board, gave 
an exhaustive report of the financial 
standing of that body. This showed 
that the school district was in splen- 
did shape from the monetary angle. 
The speaker mentioned also that the 
several schools had been handled on 
a smaller sum of money than last year 
despite the fact that more teachers 
bad been needed and that automatic 
increases in salaries had been paid. 

This year also an extra room had to 
be provided on account of the still in- 
creasing number of pupils; the total 
of these now being well over 300. 

In answer to a question, the chair- 
man stated that he felt that the Board 
were decidedly in favor of a Grade 
XII room for our high school, just s0 
soon as the necessary funds to cover 
this provision were found to be avail 
able. He told his listeners, too, that 
«lthough the youngsters in the kinder 
garten had been place on half-time 
tuition, the arangement was working 
ro real hardship, as the backward 
cnes were in this way receiving more 
individual teaching, and thus the 
whole of the nearly sixty pupils in 
the “baby” classes were being brought 
along on a more level average for the 
grades into which they would follow. 
The teachers also came in for.a mead 
of praise for thc manner in which 
their duties were carried out. 

Several questions of interest were 
énswered by Dr Middlemass, all of 
which went to show that the Wain- 
wright schools are being handled in a 
satisfactory and efficient manner, and 
with savings being made wherever 
possible for the benefits of the rate- 
payers consistent with proper ser- 
vice to the rising generation. 

Votes of thanks closed the meeting.

New Navy Dirigibles to Have 
Powerful Transmitters
